Baron Komura, the Japanese minis­ 
ter of foreign affairs, who is the prin­ 
cipal envoy of Japan to the conference, 
is en route now from Japan and is ex­ 
perted to ream New York ab*tut the 
froth inst 
If M Witte, the chief pleni­ 
potentiary of Russia, shall have a r­ 
rived by that time, the reception to the 
envoys by the president probe ly will 
take place at Sagamore Hill on Aug. I. 
Minister Takahira expressed his pe • 
sonal gratification at the designation 
of M. W itte as the leading plenipo­ 
tentiary of Russia. 
He said that M. 
Witt© was one of R ussia’s most em­ 
inent statesmen, and his appointment 
would lend confidence and weight to 
the conclusions of the conference. 
He 
said that arrangements for the confer­ 
ence were moving along smoothly and 
expressed the hope that a satisfactory 
agreement would ba reached. 
Chairman Shonts and Chief Engi­ 
neer Stevens remained with the presi­ 
dent some time after the departure of 
Minister Takahira. 
This was the first 
opportunity the president had had to 
discuss canal matters with Mr 
Ste­ 
vens. and they went over the subject 
pretty 
thoroughly, 
As 
both 
Mr. 
Shonts and Mr. Stevens expect to sail 
for Panama on the 20th Inst., the pres­ 
ident desired to consult with them be­ 
fore their departure. 
It is not likely that Mr. Stevens will 
be made, in the near future, a m ember 
of the executive committee of the P an ­ 
ama canal commission, a position or 
ouplad by his predecessor

It can be said that Mr. Stevens 
has been given practically a free hand J 
to do construction work of the canal j 
He has his own ideas about the m e th -1 
ods to be pursued, and will not be In­ 
terfered with in the work of his de 
pertinent. 
His desire is to dig the 
canal, and to that great undertaking 
he will devote all his energy and abil­ 
ity, leaving the executive and adm inis­ 
trative details to be worked out by 
Chairman Shonts, Governor Magoon 
and the commission. 
After the con­ 
ference with the president Chairman 
Shonta talked frankly about the work 
of the commission and about canal 
conditions. 
“Our talk with the president,” said 
he. “was of a general character about 
canal matters. 
The president desired 
to see Mr, Stevens before we left for 
the Isthmus and to discuss with both 
of us the progress of the work.

now we have about 12,000 men at work 
on the canal.
